All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office Is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Flores discussed the claims as written in view of the language 
and drawings presented in the specification. The claims are currently rejected for containing new matter not 
described in the speciation e.g. reactant lines, lens system, reflective optics etc.. Mr, Flores stated that the drawings 
illustrate the limitations as written in the claims. The examiner stated that support for the claims must be found in the 
specification. The example of "reactant lines was discussed. Mr. Flores pointed to the specification, page 13 which 
teaches moving chemical through the lines and the figures which illustrates lines connecting components of the 
apparatus as providing support for the limitation "reactant line". The examiner suggested that the recitation "chemical 
lines" is supported by the specification and suggested the claims be amended to incorporate such language. Mr, 
Flores further discussed the claimed "lens system" and suggested that the specifications' teaching of "lens" and 
illustration of two lens provided support for the lens system. The examiner stated that while the specification teaches 
the plural "lens" and illustrates the device comprising one or two lens, the specification does not provide a teaching of a 
lens system, Mr. Flores further discussed the declaration filed in the parent application (now U.S. Patent No. 
6,295,1 53). A copy of the declaration was presented in response to the previous office action to overcome the prior 
art of Gao & Cerrina. The examiner stated that the declaration is not sufficient to overcome the prior art rejections 
because the priority documents upon which the declaration and reduction to practice is based do not provide support 
for the invention as claimed. The examiner stated that a declaration stating that the instantly claimed invention was 
reduced to practice prior to the filing date of Gao and Cerrina in addition to limiting the invention to that as disclosed in 
the priority documents wouid over come the rejections based on Gao and Cerrina. . 
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
